Mr,  Mayor*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1966 *  which 
has  been  prepared  on  the  lines  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
Noo  1/67= 

In  the  year  under  review  the  vital  statistics  show  very  slight  variation  from 
the  previous  year*  with  the  exception  of  the  infant  mortality  rate  which  was 
considerably  better,,  There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  birth  rate,  17  ,  9 
compared  with  18,6  in  1965=  There  was  a  decrease  in  the  infant  mortality  rate 
which  was  24,15  per  thousand  live  births  compared  with  30,31  for  the  previous 
year  and  19,0  (provisional)  for  England  and  Wales,  The  total  infant  deaths 
numbered  61  compared  with  80  in  1965,  There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  death 
rate  which  was  13,13  compared  with  13=24  in  1965=  There  was  no  maternal  death 
during  the  year. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births*  216  compared  with 
202  in  1965=  During  the  year  there  were  20  suicides  compared  with  22  in  1965= 

Infectious  diseases  notifications  showed  a  slight  increase  from  last  year* 

1 0  325  (including  1,221  measles)  compared  with  1,195  in  1965  (including  1,009 
measles).  There  was  one  death  due  to  measles  and  none  from  whooping  cough. 
There  was  a  substantial  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever*  32  cases 
in  1966  compared  with  83  in  1965=  There  were  36  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
in  1966  compared  with  43  last  year  and  there  were  three  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  one  less  than  last  year. 

Deaths  associated  with  cancer  showed  an  increase,  with  367  in  1966  compared 
with  350  in  1965=  Included  in  this  number  were  80  deaths  from  lung  cancer  of 
which  65  were  males  and  15  females. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  sickness  rate.  An  average  of  1,077  First 
Sickness  Certificates  per  week  from  the  working  population  were  submitted* 
compared  with  857  in  1965,  A  table  has  been  included  which  records  the  weekly 
average  number  of  First  Sickness  Certificates  from  1950  to  1966  and  this  shows 
an  increase  in  the  average  from  519  in  1950  to  1,077  in  1966, 

The  slum  clearance  programme  has  been  accelerated  during  the  year  and  the 
position  at  the  end  of  the  year  indicated  that  from  November  1955  to  December 
1966  action  had  been  taken  in  respect  of  4*943  houses.  Details  are  shown  on 
page  45=  Staff  shortages  created  a  problem  and  progress  was  only  made  possible 
by  giving  this  section  of  the  department's  work  a  very  high  priority, 

A  great  many  houses  have  been  made  available  for  rehousing  people  displaced 
from  slum  clearance  areas.  Details  are  shown  on  page  40,  The  total  number  of 
houses  built  since  1920  indicate  that  25*561  house  units  are  under  46  years  old 
and  is  a  high  proportion  of  the  49*785  houses  in  the  town 

There  has  been  some  progress  in  the  clean  air  programme.  During  the  year 
No,  7  Smoke  Control  Area*  Edge ley /Grenville  Street*  was  confirmed  and  will  come 
into  operation  in  October  1967=  No,  8  Smoke  Control  Area  Hollywood/Heatoii  Lane 
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is  being  surveyed  and  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  when  completed,  The  position  at  the  end  of  1966  was  that  the  total 
acreage  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Areas  was  1, 190  which  is  14%  of  the  total 
acreage0  and  the  number  of  premises  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Areas  was  10  075 
which  is  18,6%  of  the  total  premises,. 

The  shortage  of  qualified  public  health  inspectors  has  caused  difficulty  in 
fulfilling  obligations  in  respect  of  food  and  milk  sampling,,  Staff  have  been 
deployed  in  order  to  give  attention  to  matters  of  urgency,,  Efforts  have 
continued  during  the  year  to  recruit  public  health  inspectors 9  with  very  limited 
success^  and  difficulty  has  even  been  experienced  in  recruiting  suitably  qualified 
technical  assistants  to  supplement  the  work  of  the  public  health  inspectors. 
On  the  1st  Julys  1966 8  all  slaughterhouses  within  the  Borough  were  required  to 
comply  with  the  construction  regulations;,  which  became  operative  on  that  date. 
Licences  were  granted  in  respect  of  six  slaughterhouses  where  the  new  standards 
had  been  met„  The  work  of  the  slaughterhouses  continues  to  be  heavy s  but  it 
has  been  possible  to  maintain  a  100%  inspection  of  meat.  During  the  year  the 
department  has  taken  action  in  13  cases  where  articles  of  food  have  been  brought 
to  the  department  because  of  complaint,  (Details  are  given  on  page  55), 
Successful  legal  action  was  the  outcome  of  most  of  the  investigations  which  were 
carried  out  in  relation  to  these  complaints. 

Immunisation  programmes  have  continued  during  the  year  but0  up  to  the  present 
vaccination  against  measles  has  not  been  undertaken  in  the  department,  except 
for  two  children  with  fibrocystic  diseases.  Some  general  practitioners  are 
giving  this  service.  It  might  well  be  that  after  an  evaluation  of  this  vaccine 
this  department  might  consider  including  this  in  their  range  of  vaccination 
procedure. 

During  the  year  good  li aison  h as  continued  between  the  hospital  and  domiciliary 
maternity  services.  There  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  birth  rate  and 
also  a  fall  in  the  number  of  domiciliary  confinements,  10 367  mothers  were 
confined  in  hospital  and  925  were  confined  in  their  own  homes.  The  domiciliary 
service  has  managed  to  cope  during  the  year  with  the  additional  demands  made 
upon  it  by  the  early  discharges  from  hospital ,  which  have  been  necessary  to  ease 
the  strain  on  the  available  hospital  beds.  During  the  year  6,454  visits  were 
paid  in  respect  of  early  discharges  from  hospital. 

The  department  continues  to  sponsor  students  for  health  visitor  training  and 
authority  is  given  to  sponsor  six  students.  During  the  year  it  was  possible 
to  fill  only  three  of  these  vacancies.  The  Authority  has  followed  the  policy 
of  training  health  visitors  since  1949  and  during  this  period  39  have  been 
trained  of  which  only  11  are  still  in  the  employ  of  this  Authority,  It  has 
not  been  possible  to  increase  the  health  visiting  staff  despite  the  training 
programme8  due  to  resignations  of  qualified  personnel  and  i t  is  becoming 
impossible  to  expand  this  service  as  was  envisaged  in  the  Ten  Year  Plan  of  1962° 
Consequently „  it  is  difficult  to  increase  the  health  visitor  attachment  to  the 
general  practitioner  service.  The  use  of  clinic  nurses  has  been  invaluable  in 
keeping  the  service  staffed.  The  employment  of  State  Enrolled  Assistant  Nurses 

in  the  Home  Nursing  Service  has  made  it  possible  to  maintain  adequate  coverage 
for  this  service. 


Hie  demands  on  the  Home  Help  Service  have  been  heavy  during  the  year,,  There 
has  been  a  very  high  sickness  rate  in  the  type  of  employee  engaged  in  this 
work  and  it  has  been  impossible  to  recruit  suitable  personnel  up  to  the  full 
establishment. 

During  the  year,  Vernon  House,  which  is  a  hostel  for  the  elderly  mentally 
frail,  was  completed,  and  this  provides  accommodation  for  35  men  and  women,, 
Building  has  commenced  on  the  Psychiatric  Hostel,  Dollis  Hill,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  will  be  ready  for  occupation  in  1968  This  will  provide  accommodation 
for  25  men  and  women „ 

Due  to  shortage  of  staff  the  Mental  Health  Service  has  worked  under  a  consider- 
able  handicap  during  the  year„  One  member  of  the  staff  will  be  returning  soon 
after  a  two  years8  training  course  in  Social  Studies  It  is  regretted  that  the 
psychiatric  social  worker,  trained  by  this  Authority,  has  left  to  seek  employment 
with  a  neighbouring  Hospital  Management  Committee,  after  a  period  of  only  2 Vi 
years.  The  expansion  in  the  numbers  of  mental  welfare  officers,  which  was 
envisaged  in  the  Ten  Year  Plan,  has  not  been  fulfilled 

The  cervical  cytology  service  at  Ponsonby  House  has  continued  during  the  year, 
in  association  with  the  facilities  offered  by  the  Christie  Hospital  and  the 
local  laboratory  services,  complementing  the  work  of  the  family  doctors  in  the 
town,  The  Family  Planning  Clinic  also  offers  this  service,,  The  work  which 
has  been  undertaken  this  year  shows  a  very  considerable  increase  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  service  will  be  further  expanded  during  the  coming  year. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  activities  of  the  Health  Education  Programme 
during  the  year  but,  up  to  the  present,  it  has  been  impossible  to  recruit  a 
Health  Education  Officer,  The  largest  Health  Education  project  undertaken 
during  the  year  was  the  3Mental  Health.  Week  =>  Your  Concern’  „  An  exhibition  was 
staged  in  Ponsonby  House  in  conjunction  with  the  Hospital  Management  Committee 
and  the  Association  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children,,  Open  Days  were  held  at 
all  the  Centres  and  daily  film  shows  organised  for  school  children  of  suitable 
ages.  In  spite  of  advertisements  and  efforts  it  was  felt  that  the  total 
attendance  at  the  exhibition  was  small,  even  although  this  received  civic 
recognition,  Anti~smoking  propaganda  was  again  maintained  during  the  year  and 
emphasis  was  put  on  the  fact  that  teen=agers  particularly  were  depriving  them= 
selves  of  useful  material  assets  by  squandering  money  on  tobacco,.  The  quarterly 
showings  of  flTo  Janet  a  Son8  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  prospective  parents 
and  a  short  film  on  family  planning  is  used  to  supplement  this  programme,, 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  continues  to  pay  monthly  visits  to  Ponsonby  House 
and  857  persons  were  x°rayed  who  had  been  referred  by  their  general  practitioners,, 
This  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  attendances  last  year,  Ten  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  seven  cases  of  malignant  neoplasms  were  discovered, 
which  indicates  that  this  is  a  very  worthwhile  diagnostic  service. 

During  the  year  the  department  has  been  very  active  in  relation  to  the 
supervision  of  all  premises  registered  under  the  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders 
Regulations,  Details  are  included  in  the  Report  concerning  this,,  Chi  ld= 
Minders  and  Private  Day  Nurseries  have  increased  in  recent  times  and  this 
Authority  is  aware  of  its  responsibility  in  relation  to  the  control  and  super<= 
vision  necessary.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  as  this  service  seems

to  be  expanding  there  is  a  fall  in  the  number  of  attendances  at  the  Local 
Authority  Day  Nurseries., 

The  work  of  the  Ambulance  Service  has  been  heavy  during  the  year  and  exp  an  s i on 
must  continue  in  relation  to  this  Service.,  The  arrangements  for  two  new 
vehicles  per  year  has  continued  and  this  ensures  that  the  standard  of  the 
vehicles  used  in  the  Service  is  kept  up  to  modern  requirements.  There  has  been 
a  marked  fall  in  the  number  of  occasions  where  midwives  have  used  the  ambulance 
service.  It  is  thought  likely ,  however,  that  there  will  be  an  increase  in  the 
demands  on  the  Service  due  to  the  transport  of  day-patients  to  hospitals,  as  and 
when  the  hospitals  are  equipped  for  day-patient  care.  Adjustments  will  have  to 
be  made  in  the  Ambulance  Service  to  meet  this  need 

Generous  support  has  been  given  in  maintaining  the  efficiency  of  the  services 
where  there  has  been  depleted  staff  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  car  allowances 
given  to  members  of  the  staff. 

It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the  Health  Committee,  in  relation  to  posts  in 
the  department,  to  adhere  to  the  various  National  Salary  Scales,  Because  of  a 
deviation  from  this  in  other  Authorities,  this  Authority  is  being  placed  at  a 
disadvantage,  and  this  situation  may  be  one  of  the  reasons  for  lack  of  recruitment 
in  some  sections  where  vacancies  exist. 

Reference  should  be  made  ;o  the  excellent  co-operation  received  from  the 
hospital  consultants  who  have  worked  closely  with  this  department,  especially 
the  Chest  Physician,  Geriatricians,  Obstetricians  and  Psychiatrists,  which  has 
been  of  great  assistance  in  the  smooth  running  of  the  various  activities  of  the 
Health  Department, 

I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their 
loyal  response  to  all  demands  which  have  been  made  upon  them 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  all  the  various  committees  for  their  consideration  and 
encouragement  at  all  times.

The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  its  several  parts  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quant i ty. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and  weekly  of 
the  treated  water  going  into  supply,,  Domestic  Samples  from  Consumers  premises 
in  all  districts  within  the  Borough  were  also  tested  on  a  weekly  basis  In  all 
cases  the  results  were  satisfactory o 

The  raw  water,  deriving  as  i  t  does  from  upland  sources,  tends  to  contain 
organic  acids  in  small  amounts,  but  potential  plumbo° sol vent  action  in  the 
distribution  system  is  completely  prevented  by  treating  the  raw  water  with  lime 
at  the  water  purification  plantSo 

The  water  is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical  filtration 
plant  and  subsequently  chlorinated„

49,785  dwellinghouses  with  a  population  of  140,990  are  supplied  from  public 
water  mains  direct  to  the  houses  within  the  Borough,,  No  domestic  supplies  are

The  following  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  Circulars  28/62,  12/63  and 
15/65  on  the  fluoridation  of  the  public  water  supplies. 

The  Borough  Council  informed  the  Water  Board  of  the  Minute  which  was  passed  by 
Council  at  its  meeting  on  the  5th  October  1965  := 

‘That  it  was  resolved  (by  a  majority  of  28  to  27)  that  the 
Stockport  and  district  Water  Board  be  requested  to  add  fluoride  to  the 
water  supplied  within  the  County  Borough8 0 

Due  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  constituent  Health  Authorities  have  not 
declared  their  policy  in  regard  to  fluoridation,  and  that  Stockport  draws  bulk 
supplies  from  the  Manchester  Authority  where  the  policy  of  adding  fluoride  to 
water  has  not  received  approval,  there  has  been  no  further  progress  in  this 
'  matter.

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

6  private  slaughterhouses  are  being  used  for  slaughtering  purposes.  In  spite 
of  a  shortage  of  qualified  Public  Health  Inspectors,;  all  carcases  and  offals  of 
animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  have  been  inspected. 

On  the  1st  July  1966,  all  slaughterhouses  within  the  Borough  were  required  to 
comply  with  the  construction  regulations  which  became  operative  on  that  date. 
Licences  were  granted  in  respect  of  six  slaughterhouses  where  the  new  standard 
has  been  met. 

2,6  22  visits  of  inspection  to  slaughterhouses  were  made,  as  compared  with  2,304 
during  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  examined 
during  the  year  was  '69,636. 

The  vehicles  used  for  the  transport  of  meat  have  been  maintained  in  a  satis= 
factory  condition. 

A  total  of  3,120  inspections  have  been  made  to  all  premises  used  for  the 
preparation,  storage  and  sale  of  food.  The  premises  generally  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General ). Regulations  in  relation  to  sinks, 
wash  hand  basins  and  other  structural  requirements. 

472  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture,  storage,  or  sale  of  ice 
cream  and  these  have  received  regular  supervision  during  the  past  year. 

Meat  is  collected  from  all  slaughterhouses  by  local  contractors  and  processing 
is  carried  out  under  supervision. 

Disposal  of  the  other  foods,  including  canned  goods,  is  by  tipping  at  the 
Corporations  refuse  tip  under  the  supervision  of  the  Cleansing  Department.

(f)  WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND 

The  Council '  s  responsibility  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948>  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind  is  exercised  through  theWelfare  Committee, 
under  a  scheme  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the  27th  May,  1949s 

The  number  of  blind  and  p art i al ly= si ghted  persons  on  the  register  in  the 
Borough  on  the  31st  December,  1966  was  263  and  53  respecti vely0  All  persons 
before  registration  are  examined  and  certified  to  be  blind  or  partially^ sighted 
by  an  opthalmologist  of  consultant  statuss 

Blind  persons  are  taught  to  read  books  in  Braille  and  Moon  Type  by  two  Heme 
Teachers  who  have  passed  the  examination  of  the  College  of  Teachers  of  the  Blindo 
These  teachers,  appointed  by  the  Welfare  Committee,  also  assist  blind  persons  in 
pastime  occupations  and  generally  help  to  promote  their  welfareo 

Stockport  participates  in  a  placement  service  organised  by  the  Ministry  of 
Labour,  Blind  Persons  Resettlement  Officers  have  been  appointed  and  they  work 
in  close  collaboration  with  the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officers  of  the  Local 
Office  of  the  Ministry,  Under  this  scheme  the  capabilities  of  each  blind 
person  are  assessed  and  suitable  cases  are  referred  to  an  appropriate  centre  for 
rehabilitation  followed  by  a  course  of  industrial  training-  In  co-operation 
with  the  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority's  Welfare  Department  the  Blind  Persons 
Resettlement  Of  ficer  will  classify  the  person  as  suitable  for  open  industry  or 
sheltered  employment- 

Persons  placed  in  open  industry  become  self  reliant  and  self  supporting 
whereas  for  those  less  capable,  employment  in  special  workshops  is  found. 
The  Welfare  Services  Department  has  workshops  at  7,  St,  Petersgate,  Stockport, 
and  15  persons  are  employed. 

The  earnings  of  these  workers  are  augmented  up  to  a  reasonable  standard  by  the 
Welfare  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  o  f  the  Local  Authority's 
Advisory  Committee  on  the  conditions  of  service  of  blind  workers. 

The  main  trades  are  those  of  Brush  and  Basket  making,  but  Chair  Seating, 
Knitwear  are  also  carried  on.  Door  mats  and  a  variety  of  other  articles  are 
obtainable  from  the  shop. 

Facilities  are  available  for  blind  persons  to  carry  out  work  in  their  own  homes. 

The  general  social  welfare  of  the  blind  is  provided  directly  by  the  Welfare 
Committee  or  by  arrangements  with  the  various  local  and  national  organisations. 
Blind  persons  are  assisted  and  encouraged  to  make  use  of  any  general  and  preventive 
medical  treatment  which  they  may  require.  Embossed  literature  is  provided, 
also  special  books  in  large  print  are  available  at  the  Public  Libraries  for  the 
partially  sighted.  Social  and  handicraft  classes  are  held  and  a  special 
chiropody  and  domestic  help  service  is  provided.

(e)  Health  Visitors 

The  Health  Visitor  is  attached  to  two  or  three  practices  situated  within  the 
area  of  her  own  allocated  district  and  the  manner  in  which  she  assists  the 
doctor  varies  according  to  the  wish  of  individual  doctors  in  so  far  as  some 
Health  Visitors  call  at  the  surgeries  or  alternatively  some  doctors  prefer  to 
call  in  at  the  Welfare  Centres  for  a  discussion° 

Co-operation  is  often  most  beneficial  when  dealing  with  problems  affecting  the 
elderly,  matrimonial  disharmony;,  infant  feeding,,  general  mismanagement  and  faulty 
budgetingo 

The  attachment  of  Health  Visitors  has  been  limited  by  shortage  of  staff  aid  by 
transport  difficulties  but  where  liaison  has  been  possible  the  interchange  of 
information  has  been  greatly  appreciated 

There  is  also  a  close  liaison  between  the  Hospital  almoners  and  the  Health 
Visitorso 

Health  Visitors  are  informed  when  patients  requiring  supervision  are  to  be 
discharged  from  hospital,,  and  are  also  frequently  asked  to  visit  the  patient #s 
home  prior  to  discharge  to  discuss  arrangements  for  his. care  on  return  there. 

In  the. case  of  elderly  people,  fortnightly  case  conferences  are  held  which 
are  attended  by  the  Consultant  Geriatrician,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home 
Nurses,  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  the  Almoner  concerned  and  a  represent¬ 
ative  of  the, Welfare  Services  Department  to  discuss  admission  and  discharge  of 
patients  and  particular  problems  which  they  present.

M8NISTRY  OF  HEALTH  EXAMINATION  CENTRE 

Due  to  difficulties  which  the  Ministry  of  Health  had  in  obtaining  suitable 
premises  in  Stockport  for  calling  patients  for  medical  examinations,,  the  Health 
Committee  granted  facilities  in  1965  at  Great  Moor  Welfare  Centre  for  this 
purpose.

One  child  born  in  1963  now  has  sight  in  only  one  eye  after  being  knocked  down 
by  a  train  in  February  1966° 

A  baby  bom  in  April  1966  developed  a  tumour  in  one  eye  at  7  months  of  age  and 
had  the  eye  removed  in  December  of  this  year* 

(o)  Home  Accidents 

The  arrangement  commenced  in  June  1952*  under  which  Stockport  Infirmary 
undertook  to  notify  the  admission  of  patients  suffering  from  burns  and  scalds* 
as  a  result  of  accidents*  was  continued  during  the  yearc 

Arrangements  are  made  for  the  follow°up  of  cases  by  a  Health  Visitor  when 
information  regarding  these  accidents  is  received  by  the  Health  Department 

Quite  a  large  proportion  of  these  accidents  could  have  been  avoided*  if  even 
the  most  elementary  precautions  had  been  taken*  particularly  so  in  the  case 
of  children* 

Health  Visitors  have  continued  to  pay  follow°up  visits  to  the  homes  of  children 
involved  in  accidents*  offering  advice  to  ensure  the  avoidance  of  a  repetition 
of  such  accidents* 

During  normal  routine  visits  the  Health  Visitors  have  also  stressed  to  the 
parents  the  absolute  necessity  of  taking  all  possible  precautions  to  avoid 
accidents  happening  in  the  home  and  have  been  frequently  called  upon  to  give 
advice  on  treatment  in  cases  where  accidents  have  already  taken  place*

(B)  MIDWIFERY 

(a)  Municipal  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service 

The  Borough,  is  divided  into  4  Midwifery  Groups ,  4  groups  of  4  Midwives.  The 
Midwives  of  each  group  relieve  ©me  another  by  each  taking  one  in  three  midwifery 
calls,, 

There  are  4  part-time  Midwives  who  undertake  nursings,  thus  enabling  the 
whole- time  Midwives  to  concentrate  upon  the  confinements  and  to  have  two  complete 
days  off  per  weeko

(b)  Supervision  ©f  Midwives 

During  the  year  75  midwives  gave  notice  of  their . intention  to  practice  in  the 
Borougho  These  include. 57  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital. 

There  were  no  applications  by  midwives  for  Medical  assistance  in  1966  or  1965o 
291  applications  were  made  in  cases  where  a  doctor  had  been  engaged  under  the 
National  Health  Service . 

(c)  Supervision  of  Horsing  Homes 

Two  Nursing  Homes  were  registered. in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  1966o  These 
homes  are  inspected  at  four-monthly  intervals  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  Maternity  and  Child , Welfare,  due  attention  being  paid  to  premises, 
equipment  and  registers,, 

There  are  now  no  pirate  Maternity  Nursing  Homes,  in  the  Borough. 

(d)  Care  of  Premato^e  Babies 
(i)  Domiciliary  Deliveries 

The  premature  child  is  nursed  at  home  if  its  condition  i  s  satisfactory.  Special 
draught- proof  cots  are  provided  by  the  Health  Department  with  hot  water  bottles 
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and  blankets  and  other  necessary  .  equipment.,  The  midwife  attending  the.  case 
devotes  extra  time  and. care  to  the  child  and  continues  visiting  until  the  baby 
is  progressing  normal ly. 

Any  premature  baby  which  is  considered  to  be. in  need  of  hospital  treatment  is 
removed  by  ambulance,,  An  Oxygenaire  Portable  Incubator  is  available  on  loan

(e)  Blood  Investigation 

Blood  investigations  were  carried  out  on  all  cases  attending- ante-natal  clinics 
during  the  year,  Blood  was  investigated  for. Rhesus  cl assif ication^  .Wasserman 
reaction  and  Haemoglobin^  levels. 

During  the  year „  964  women  were  found  to  be  Rhesus  Positive  and  179  Rhesus 
Negative,  Antibodies  were  found  in  only  10  of  these  women.  They  were  all 
transferred  to  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  and  7  of  the  babies  lived. 

The  number  of  Wasserman  tests  carried  out  during  the  year  was  l?248o  No 
positive  WR,  results  were  obtained  from  this  group  of  patients.

(f)  Relaxation  Classes 

Relaxation  classes  for  natural  childbirth  "commenced  in  April,  1957,  at 
Churchgate,  Welfare  Centre,  and  in  October,  1959,  a  weekly  session  was  commenced 
at  Heaton ■ Chapel  Welfare  Centre,  Since  July  I960,  the  relaxation  classes  have 
been  held. in  Ponsonby  House  where. 525  expectant  mothers  made  1,584  atfcendances„ 

(g)  Ante-Natal  Care  related  to  Toxaemia 

Mothers- to-be  are  advised  to  book  either  a  doctor  or  midwife  early  in  the 
pregnancy^  On  every  visit  to  the  .Ante- natal  clinic  the  mother,  is  weighed,  urine 
tested  and  blood  pressure  recordedo  Advice. concerning  diet  and  general  hygiene 
is  given  and  in  the  event  of  am  excessive  gain  in  weight  the  mother  is  advised 
regarding  a  special  diet. 

Increase  in  blood  pressure,  albumen  in  urine  and  weight  gain  is  immediately 
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notified  to  her  doctor  either  by  telephone  or  by  letter,  the  patient  being  told 
to  go  to  bed  and  await  doctor® s  orders.  The  midwife  visits  daily  and  records 
blood  pressure  if  needed. 

In  cases  where  the  mother,  on  attending  clinic,  is  found  to  have  excessive 
toxic  characteristics,  she  is,  with  her  consent,  and  approval  of  the  family 
doctor  if  possible,  taken  from  the  clinic  to  the  maternity  hospital  by  ambulance, 

Ml  clinic  defaulters  are  followed  up  by  the  midwife  booked  for  the  confinement, 
Monthly  visits  are  made  to  the  patient® s  home  by  the  midwife  after  the  sixth 
month  of  pregnancy,  monthly  visits  to  the  Ante°natal  clinic  up  to  the  seventh 
month  of  pregnancy,  and  every  two  weeks  to  the  eighth  month  then  weekly  until 

delivery ,  The  midwife  will  visit  between  these  clinic  attendances  if  necessary, 

(h)  Congenital  Defects 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  a  system  of  recording 
cor  genital  defects  amongst  all  live  ana  still-born  babies  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  January,  1964.  For  this  purpose  an  enlarged  birth  notification  card 
was  introduced,  enabling  the  Municipal  Midwife  or  Maternity  Hospital  Staff  to 
record  all  the  necessary  particulars,,  Monthly  returns  of  the  defects  notified 
under  the  scheme  were  sent  to  the  General  Register  Office,, 

During  1966,  65  congenital  defects,  affecting. 47  babies,  were  notified, 
Eleven  of  the  babies  were  still-born,,  The  numbers  of  defects  in  the  var¬

(i)  Family  Planning  Clinic 

Premises  for  clinic  purposes  are  made  available,  rent  free,  to  the  Family 
Planning  Association  at  Ponsonby  House,  by  the  Stockport  Borough  Council,  One 
afternoon  and  three  evening  clinics  are  conducted  each  week„  The  Medical  and 
ancillary  staffing  of  these  clinics  is  undertaken  as  a  direct  responsibility  of 
the  Family  Planning  Association, 
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(C)  HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

During  this  year  there  has  been  an  increased  demand  for  the  services  of  the 
Home  Nurses,  More  visits  have  been  paid  to  patients. in  the  over  65  age  group. 
The  Nursing  of  geriatric  patients  who  are  often  very, ill  for  long  periods  is 
time  consuming  and  entails  heavy  lifting  for' the  nurses  who  find.it  very 
difficult  to  obtain  any  lay  help. 

There  has  been  an  increase. in  the  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  and  heart  disease,. 

More  requests  have  been  made  by  the  hospitals  for  patients  requiring  Post- 
operative  dressings,  and  preparations  for-X-ray  examinations,, 

The  use  of  Incontinent  Pads  has  greatly  eased  the  burden  on  both  the  relatives 
of  patients  and  the  Home  Nurse,  There  is  an . increasing  demand  by  Home  Nurses 
for  the  provision  of  these  pads  to  patients  and  they  are  issued  to  other 
incontinent  patients  provided  the  Superintendent  is  satisfied  that  the  use  of  the 
pads,  is  necessary,,  -A  small  charge  is  made  to  those  in  the  higher  income  groups8 
usually  4d  for  each  pad,  Old-Age  Pensioners  are  issued  with  them  free0 

Used  pads  are  disposed  of  in  the  following  manner  s  = 

(a)  Mainly  burnt  on  the  open  fire  or.  incinerator,, 

(b)  In  some  of  the  new  flats  they  are  well  wrapped  in  newspaper  and  sent 
down  the  waste  disposal .  chute  to  the  incinerators,, 

(c)  In  smokeless  zones,,  arrangements  are  made  with  the • Cleansing ,  Department 
for  the  pads  to  be  collected  daily,. 

So  £arp  no  difficulties  have  been  experienced  with  the  above  arrangements,, 

The  Mobile  Physiotherapy  Units8  financed  by  the  voluntary  Sick  Poor  Nursing 
Association  is  also  directed  to  give  many  of  our  patients  Heat0  Massage  and 
Passive  exercises8  thus  keeping  patients  ambulant 'who  would  otherwise  be  bedfast,, 

The  Home  Nurses  report  twice  daily  to  the. Centre  for  briefing  and  to  give 
reports  of  patients9  , conditions  to  the  Superintendent ,  -A  member  of  the  staff 
is  available  at  the -Centre  until  7,30  p,m,  and.  is  on  duty  until  10  p<>mo  or  latej 
for  the  purpose  of  attending  to  emergency  ealis9  and  giving  extra  nursing

attention  to  very  ill  patients  and  administration  of  late  evening  injections,, 
In  the  case  of  night  duty  a  nurse  is  eon  call9  for  special  emergency , 

Students  from  the  Stockport  Group8  Nurse  Training  School  and  Manchester 
University  B„ A,  Admin,  Course  are  accepted  to  visit  patients  with  the  Horae 
Nursesp  as  observers  of  domiciliary  and  social  medicine. 

The  Centre  has  been  approved  for  District  Nurse  Training  and  we  continue  to 
use  the  Queen9  s  Institute  of  District  Nurse  Training  Course,  The  practical 
training  is  given  from  the  Centre  and  students  attend  Manchester  for  lectures. 
Students  passing  the  examination  qualify  for  the  National  Certificate. issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  in  addition  to  the  certificate  of  the  Queen9 s. Institute  of 
District  Nursing,  Diring  the  year  three  students  have  completed  the  course 
and  were  successful , in  passing  the  examination  and  there  are  three  students  now 
in  training. 
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The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  augmented  by  the  services  of  1  full° time  and  4 
part-time  Bathing  AttendantSo  TSiey  are  strong  motherly  types  with  some  nursing 
experience  but  no  qualifications  and  deal  with  the  elderly  and  infirm  patients. 
They  have  proved  very  successful  and  relieve  the  trained  staff  of  some  of  the 
chronic  worko  The  demand  for  this  service  continues  to  increase. 

The  Voluntary  Committee,,  through  the  funds  of  the  Stockport  Sick  Poor  Nursing 
issociation  continue  to  supply  full  si ^e  sheets  for  loan  to  the  elderly  sick  and 
infirm.  They  have  also  undertaken  to  pay  for  all  laundry  used  by  these  patients 
where  difficulty  arises  in  obtaining  clean  linen.  Blankets  and  night  wear  are 
provided  in  necessitous  cases.  Many  elderly  patients  have  received  extra 
nourishing  foods  and  also  supplies  of  coal. 

Transport 

The  Superintendent  and  eight  nurses  use  their  own  cars  for  which  casual  user 
motor  car  allowances  are  paid,  6  nurses  are  paid  motor  scooter  allowance,,  and 
5  cycle  allowance.  The  remainder  use  public  conveyance  and  are  reimbursed,

Work  continued  satisfactorily  at  each  Centre  during  the  year  despite  failure 
to  recruit  a  full  complement  of  staff  at  Hope  House,.  At  this  Centre  production 
was  increased  due  to  the  success  of  the  Supervisor  in  making  new  contacts  with 
Industrial  concerns.  The  laundry  unit  is  now  undertaking  part  of  the  laundering 
requirements  of  the  Department  and  it  is  hoped  will  eventually  undertake  all 
requirements  of  this  nature.  With  the  number  of  trainees  at  this  Centre  now 
being  almost  at  the  maximum,,  consideration  is  being  given  to  applying  similar 
condi ii1*  to  suitable  trainees  at  Prospect  House 5  thus  making  it  possible  for 
them  to  be  integrated  into  industrial  activities,,  with  possible  interchange  of 
trainees  and  staff, 

SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES 

The  Mayor  and  Mayoress  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  paid  a  Christmas 
visit  to  two  Centres,,  and  the  Annual  holiday  for  trainees  organised  for  some 
years  by  the  department  and  financed  by  the  Authority  and  the  local  Society  for 
Mentally  Handicapped  Children,,  was  taken  at  Rhyl „  Christmas  parties  were  held 
at  each  Centre,  with  a  visit  to  Belle  Vue  Circus  sponsored  by  the  Manchester 
Evening  News-  and  Chronicle,  Hope  House  was  made  available  to  the  local  Society 
for  meetings  and  special  efforts. 
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General 

The  Authority  for  some  years  has  made  facilities  available  to  the  National 
Association  of  Mental  Health  for  students  to  do  part  of  their  practical  work  at 
the  Authority*®  Centres  and  this  continued  with  similar  requests  from  teaching 
authorities;,  reflecting  credit  on  the  qua  lity  of  the  work  performed  at  these 
Centres, 

HOSTELS 

Vernon  House,  the  Hostel  for  the  Aged  Mentally  Infirm  was  completed  late  in 
the  year,  and  during  the  short  time  it  has  operated  is  fulfilling  a  need  which 
has  been  apparent  for  some  years,,  enabling  patients  to  be  cared  for  within  the 
community  and  making  it  possible  for  relatives  and  friends  to  visit  regularly 
and  frequently. 

The  building  of  the  Psychiatric  Hostel  at  Dollis  Hill  has  commenced  and  this 
with  the  Hostel  for  Subnormals,  a  site  for  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  secured  in 
the  Newbridge  Lane  Area,  will  make  further  provision  for  the  community  care 
envisaged  in  the  Mental  Health  Act  of  1959,

Prevention  of  illness  -  Care  and  After-Care 
(a)  Health  Education 

Hi  is  wide  and  important  aspect  of  the  Health  Department’s  activities  has 
contimied9  and  a  wide  range  of  subjects  has  received  emphasis  in  various  forms„ 
Head  Teachers  at  Schools  have  co-operated  wholeheartedly  as  usual,,  in  making 
facilities  available  for  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  to  give  lectures  on 
health  .and  hygiene,  and  the  Anti- Smoking  Campaign  has  continued  unabatedo  The 
various  Welfare  Centres  have  continued  to  display  up-to-date  posters  on  varying 
topics,,  and  literature  has  been  made  available  for  dissemination.  Talks  on 
Mothercraft  and  allied  subjects  have  been  given,,  and  appropriate  films  on 
Childbirth  have  been  shown  on  occasions  to  appropriate  audiences.  Doctors,, 
Dentists  and  Nursing  Staff  at  these  Clinics  continue  to  be  active  in  this  sphere 
with  Mothers  and  Children  who  attend  the  Centres.  All  the  field  staff,  visiting 
homes  in  their  everyday  duties/  have  unicjie  opportunities  in  their  *®y  contacts 
in  presenting  Health  Education,,  and  these  are  fully  utilised. 

The  Safety  in  the  Home  Committee,,  whose  composition  includes  members  of  the 
Authority  and  Voluntary  and  Statutory  Organisations,,  has  been  active  in  positive 
measures  to  educate  the  public  in  home  safety. 

Hie  Authority  is  a  constituent  member  of  the  Manchester  Committee  on  Cancer 
who  provide  speakers,,  and  publicity,,  and  give  general  advice  to  the  Public  on 
this  disease. 

The  Authority  uses  the  services  of  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  and 
the  National  Association  for  Maternal  and  Child  Welfare,,  who  provide  literature 
and  material  for  poster  displays. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  the  foreword  to  the  Mental  Health  week,,  a  project 
which  will  continue  with  emphasis  on  particular  aspects  of  the  subject  in  the 
next  two  years. 

Health  Education  is  not  solely  restricted  to  those  working  in  the  Public 
Health  Sector ,  others  can,  and  are,  making  a  striking  contribution;  such  as 
Hospital  Staffs,  both  medical,  nursing  and  ancillary.  School  teachers,  etc.  All 
should  be  assisted  in  making  positive  contributions  in  this  branch  of  preventive 
medicine,  and  this  will  become  of  increasing  importance  as  organised  screening 
programmes  for  various  diseases  are  extended. 

The  continuing  importance  of  Health  Education  is  stressed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  and  the  Central  Council  for  Health,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
acquisition  of  a  full  time  Health  Education  Officer,  skilled  in  the  technique  of 
communication  in  all  it8  s  forms,  will  be  a  progressive  step  in  making  the  public 
more  conscious  of  the  vital  results  that  will  flow  from  enlightened  Health 
Education. 

The  film  "To  Janet  -  A  Son  ?8  was  shown  evety  3  months  to  expectant  mothers 
and  their  husbands  and  alter  this  film  the  audience  was  invited  to  remain  to  see 
a  short  family  planning  film.  The  combined  showing  of  these  two  films  has 
proved  most  successful  and  attracts  a  good  audience  on  each  occasion.

Bo  Co G„  vaccination  was  continued  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No,  22/53  dated  5th  November,  19 530 

An  extension  of  the  existing  arrangements  was  sanctioned  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  (Circular  7/59)  to. include  children  over  13  years  of  age ,  This  decision 
enabled  the  parents  of  any  child  who  previously  missed  B„C0Go  vaccination  to 
re- consider  the  benefits  of  this  scheme  In  the  extended  age  group  106  consented 
and  of  this  number  85  were  vaccinated;,  11  were  positive  reactors  and  the  remainder 
absent  etc.

All  positive  reactors  are  offered  appointments  to  attend  the  Chest. Clinic  for 
a  chest  X  Bay  the  results  being  notified  to  this  Department  and  further  action 
taken  where  necessaryo 

Ail  candidates  for  employment  involving  close  contact  with  infants  and 
children  have  had  X-Ray  examinations  of  the  chest  before  appointment. 

No  person  with  respiratory  tuberculosis  is  considered  for  such  employment 
unless  and  until  the  disease  is  certified  as  arrested,,  i,e,  „  has  been  quiescent 
for  two  years  with  negative  sputum  in  this  period. 

The  Chest  Physician  has  continued  to  give  B,C,G,  Vaccination  for  the  protection 
of  negative  reactors  in  groups  of  persons  exposed  to  risk  of  immediate  contact. 
During  the  year  56  contacts  were  vaccinated  with  B,  C„  G,  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  and 
in  addition  23  new-born  infants,  B  C, G,  Vaccination  is  al so  made  available  for 
all  babies  born  in  St,  Mary9  s  hospital,,  Manchester,  and  11  babies  were  vaccinated 
there  during  1966, 

Health  Visitors  undertake  visits  to  the  homes  of  tuberculosis  cases  on  receipt 
of  notification,  and  they  are  also  responsible  for  visiting  cases  of  tuberculosis 
on  discharge  from  sanatoria.  Visits  are  undertaken  at  three^ monthly  intervals 
in  the  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  six-monthly  intervals  in  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  of  bones  and  joints,  and  yearly  in  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  skin, 
Additional  visits  are  paid  in  exceptional  cases.  The  Health  Visitors  also 
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visit  homes  for  the  purpose  of  following- up  cases  where,  only  at  deaths  was  the 
person  found  to  have  had  fcuberculosiso

It  is  a  requirement  of  the  Department  that  the  assessment  fee  should  be  paid 
before  final  arrangements  for  an  applicants  admission  to  a  Convalescent  Home 
are  completedo 

(h)  Assisted  Chiropody  Service 


The  Chiropody  Service  has  been  operative  since  the  4th  April  1960,  authorised 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  11/59,  for  persons  over  the  age  of  65  years,, 
physically  handicapped  persons  and  for  expectant  mothers  who  are  unable  to  pay 
the  full  cost  of  such  treatment 

The  Service  is  provided  by  suitably  qualified  Chiropodists  at  four  Centres  in 
the  town  and  at  all  Welfare  Homes,  Provision  at  Brinnington  Clinic,  Heaton 
Chapel  Clinic  and  North  Reddish  Clinic  serves  the  northern  half  of  the  town, 
whereas  Ponsonby  House  Clinic,,  easily  reachable  from  the  southern  half  of  the 
town,  adequately  serves  that  part  For  those  persons  who  are  considered  by 
their  family  doctors  to  be  too  infirm  to  attend  the  clinic,  a  domiciliary  service 
is  available. 


Any  person  in  one  of  the  categories  mentioned  can,  on  the  recommendation  o f  a 
medical  practitioner  or  a  district  nurse,  apply  for  an  assessment  form  which,  on 
completion,  is  scrutinised  at  the  Health  Department,  in  order  that  the  amount 
payable  for  treatment  may  be  ascertained.  The  patient  is  then  forwarded  a 
sheet  of  vouchers  from  which  one  is  detached  by  the  Chiropodist  at  the  time  of 
treatment,  who,  in  addition,  collects  the  amount  assessed  from  the  patient. 

The  service  has  been  operative  for  over  five  years  and  it  has  been  clearly 
shown  that  the  take-up  of  the  service  has  been  almost  exclusively  by  the  elderly 
and  that  the  demand  for  8  domiciliary"  treatment  for  this  group  has  been  the 
greatest  single  call  on  the  service,.  (It  may  be  that  handicapped  persons  receive 
the  necessary  attention  through  the  hospital  services  and  it  is  probably  reasonable 
to  suppose  that  the  relatively  small  number  of  expectant  mothers  who  need 
chiropody  treatment  make  their  own  arrangements)

Extensive  publicity  has  not  been  given  to  this  scheme  but  all  Local  Health 
Authority  Clinics  have  carried  notices  recommending  this  service  to  all  females 
of  the  appropriate  age  range o  All  examinations  have  been  arranged  by  appointment „ 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  demand  for  this  service  would  rapidly  increase  if 
further  publicity  was  given  to  it  and  it  may  well  be  that  a  re- appraisal  of  the 
whole  situation  will  have  to  be  considered  as  and  when  more  technicians  are 
available  and  resources  further  expanded  to  cope  with  an  extended  service,.

Ambulance  Services 


(a)  General 

The  Ambulance  Service  has  been  fully  extended;,  and  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  carried,,  the  total  mileage  run  is  slightly 
more  than  the  previous  year„ 

A  careful  watch  is  maintained  to  eliminate  as  far  as  possible  any  misuse 
of  the  Service  by  those  who  are  able  to  travel  by  public  transport,,  and  a 
constant  liaison  between  the  hospitals  and  the  Ambulance  Service  has  reduced 
this  to  a  minimum. 

Whenever  possible  arrangements  are  made  for  patients  having  to  travel  long 
distances,, ,  to  be  conveyed  by  train  and  ambulance,,  and  during  the  year  71  patients 
were  dealt  with  in  this  way. 

Of  the  38  Driver/At tendants9  2  hold  the  St.  John  Ambulance  and  Home  Nursing 
Certificate  and  3&  hold  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Certificate  only. 

The  number  of  journeys  undertaken  in  connection  with  the  conveying  of  midwives 
to  an  from  cases  was  295. 

A  considerable  number  of  journeys  are  now  being  made  conveying  patients  to 
St.  Thomases  Hospital  for  day  care.  These  patients  are  taken  in  the  morning,, 
and  returned  during  the  late  afternoon.  This  type  of  case  has  increased 
considerably  during  the  past  year  and  will  continue  to  do  so  as  the  necessary 
accommodation  becomes  available  at  the  hospital.  Inter=hospital  transport  has 
also  increased  considerably  during  the  year.  A  constant  flow  of  patients  is 
now  taking  place  between  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  and  St.  Thomases  Hospital, 
.Many  journeys  are  being  made  conveying  patients  from  St,  Thomases  Hospital,,  and 
Cherry  Tree  Hospital  to  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  for  X  Ray 

Three  Ambulance  drivers  attended  atwo=week  refresher  course  at  Northwich  during 
1966  which  was  sponsored  by  Cheshire  County  Council.  Consequent  upon  a 
recommendation  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  object  of  this  course  is  to 
standardise  the  training  of  Ambulance  crews  throughout  the  country. 

(b)  Vehicles 

2  new  vehicles  have  been  added  to  the  fleet  during  the  year.  All  the  vehicles 
are  fitted  with  two<=tone  sirens.  The  colour  of  the  Ambulance  fleet  is  to  be 
changed  from  maroon  to  cream.  This  will  take  place  when  the  vehicles  are 
repainted  or  replaced  by  new  ones, 

(c)  Ambulance  Station 

The  Control  Room  is  staffed  and  in  operation  24  hours  per  day  to  deal  with 
every  type  of  enquiry  appertaining  to  the  requirements  of  persons  needing  ambulance 
transport.

The  Committee  met  regularly  during  the  year  continuing  the  work  of  co-ordinating 
the  activities  of  statutory  and  voluntary  workers  in  efforts  to  rehabilitate  the 
families  concerned,. 

In  June8  the  Committee  made  a  stringent  review  of  its  work  which  had  commenced 
in  1950  as  a  result  of  a  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Healths  Ministry  of 
Education  and  Home  Office,  It  was  apparent  that  the  Committee9  although  having 
no  executive  powers,,  had  created  a  very  high  degree  of  co-ordination  with  the 
ageicies.  concerned,,  and  more  important  that . children  had  benefited  as  a  resulto 
Certain  procedural . changes  were  found  to  be  desirable  and  at  the  same  time 
the  opportunity  was  taken  to  examine. in  great  detail  each,  case  on  the  Register 
As  a  consequence  the  case  load  was  reduced,,  and  with  the  upgrading  of  suitable 
families  gave  the  Committee  and  field  workers  more  time  to  devote  to  the  very 
diffi cult . cases;  and  making  it  possible  for  cases  to  be  referred  at  an  earlier 
stage  for  consideration,,  when  immediate  action  could  be  taken  to  prevent 
further  deterioration, 

A  class  in  Mothercraffc  Instruction  was  started  later  in  the  year  and  is 
continuing,,  where  the  mothers  of  these  families  have  the  opportunity  of  attending 
a. Welfare  Centre  one  evening  each  week  to  be  given  basic  instruction  in  house- 
wifery,  Staffing  was  undertaken  voluntarily  by  Health  Visitors  and  the.  Family 
Service  Unit,,  and  the  indications  ©re  that  this  will  be  a  rewarding  undertaking. 

Other  activities  previously  referred  to  were  undertaken  including  assistance 
and  guidance  in  decoratings  the  provision  of  necessaries,,  bedding8  furniture,, 
prams8  clothing  and  holidays  for  children.
